feet in length, some distance idonn from 
the t»p of this perpendicular rift is a 
cross seam forming huge arms 600 to 800 
feet in length, those seams or rifts drift 
full of snow and thus form a white cross 
all tin ough the summer season, and may 
be seen for many miles away. In the 
great mil mighty convulsions that in a 
far remote period agitated our globe 
those rifts were thus formed, and yearly 
the white filling that forms the cross is 
renew* d, evidencing the fact tint nature 
is the greatest architect.

standing just back from the highway, it is 
quite i cosy home with picturesque sur- 
roundings. A branch railroad runs from 
Manitnu to Colorado Springs, six miles 
distance, from whence we pursue our 
journcv northward and in due time once 
rnj>re roll into the magnificent Union 
Depot at Denver. A short stay in the 
Queen city of the plains gives us time to 
glance around and see that great improve- 
ments have been made in the few months 
that v, a have been away. Thus we arrive 
at UK- point from which we commenced 
our ramblings, starting out north we made 
a circuit of over six thousand miles and 
carce in from the south.

train takes us to Longmont and thence 
we wrnded our way to this place, our 
home, a few miles out from town, where I 
shall take leave of the readers of the 
GAZE in,,by modestly subscribing my 
name >o4WJ.

that experiments are constantly being 
niaJts to grow fruit ii: the Noithwest. 
Most of these have been very discourag- 
ing because of the extreme degrees of 
heat and cold. 
Most of the standard 


varieties of apples came originally from 
the mild climate of Wectern Europe, and 
were not adapted by nature to endure 
the rigors of a Northwestern winter. A 
pi ofessor of horticulture has been exam- 
ining the fruits of ccnfil Russia. lie 
found large, hardy and productive apple 
orchards at Kaznn, 430 miles east of 
Moscow, and in latitude 550 north, nearly 
700 mile1, farther north than Minneapolis, 
win re the thermometer often registers 
58 degrees below zero. 
The trees, which 


have been growing for generations, ore 
about fifteen feet high 
Speaking of an 


orchard, he said he had never seen so 
much fruit grown on thirty acres of land 
as he saw there, and he came to the con- 
clusion that the fruits of Kazan will live 
and beat in any port of Minnesota or 
Dakota. In another pait of the same 
district he saw apple, pear, plum and 
cherry trees, loaded with fruit. 
In sum- 


mer the air of that country is as dry as 
that of Iowa, and the winders colder than 
iu any part of Minnesota. The city of 
Saratov, in 51 degrees north latitude, is 
literally surrounded with immense or- 
chards. One of 12,000 trees produced 
on an average over five bushels per tree. 
The cheiry trees in that district of a 
dwarf species, planted close together, 
and gro.?n like bushes. 
Nevertheless, 


cherries are shipped from there by the 
car load to the markets of Moscow and 
St. Pet«rsburg. These 
trees produce 


pears and cherries in a climate as severe 
as that o Quebec.

A STOBY OF OHAMBOBD. 


When I wrote respecting the Count de 


Ohanibord and his doings, I littlu thought 
tl'.at Paris still contained art interesting 
and curious relic of his supposed king- 
ship^ or rather a group of relics, in the 
khape of the royal carriages ordered for 
the triumphal entry of the King into 
Paris. 
Twelve of these vehicles were 


ordered, but only six of them were fin- 
ished when the refusal of the Prince to 
accept the tri-colored flag put an extin- 
guisher on tlievhopes of h's adherents. 
These six magnificent carriages have ever 
since been stored away awaiting the hour 
of the restoration of the monarchy. 
The 


whole half dozen were executed in six 
weeks, so great was the hurry of the 
Rovalists, and BO certain was the advent 
of the King considered. 
The largest 


and handsomest, that intended for Henry 
V. himself, is of great size and magnifi- 
cence. 
The four lanterns' alone cost 


$7,000 It is lined throughout with white 
satin, and the arms of France are em- 
blazoned on the ceiling in the centre of a 
golden sun. Thu seven large windows of 
plate glass render the interior almost as 
visible as is that of an open carriage. 
All the metal work is in repouse silver, 
and the hammer-cloth is fringed with 
gold. The panels ere painted with fleur- 
de-lis on a background, and' are highly 
varnished. Access is obtained to this 
truly royal vehicle by a series of four 
steps covered 
with pale blue velvet 


worked with fleurs-de-lis infold,thread. 
The other carriages are upholstered with 
>ale blue satin figured with fleurs-de-lis 
n the same color. These six carriages 
cost $200,000. They were ^rdered by 
the Count de Damas, who sl.ill pays the 
annual bill for thejr storage, J_They were 
to have been paid for by a committee o 
enthusiastic 
Legitimist noblemen ; bu 


n the final dispersion of all hopes o: 
restoration the Count de Chimboard verj 
<;enerouslv insisted on settling the bil

A contemporary writer says it is prin- 


cipally because of tha conceit of weak 
and fqolish parents who could not think 
of allowing tbeir boys to soil their hands 
with manual tabor or tarnish their pedi- 
gree by associating with common work- 
men. Many and many a young man have J 
known whose aptitudes called to him 
with all the imperious demands of instinct 
to learn a trade, but he was prevented 
from doing so by his parents, who pre- 
ferred to see him filling the mora impor- 
tant and dignified position of clerk, often 
working fifteen hours a day for $15 per 
month, and sometimes yielding to the 
small temptation to leave unpaid his 
tailor's and washerwoman's MB. Or, if 
he escape the clerkship, he was almost 
sure to be found among tha luckless 
niuety-and-nine professional men who 
stand of and eye with green envy the one 
in the round hundred who has made a 
success. It is not lack of attention to 
the new workmen that is lowering the 
standard in mechanical trades, but the 
folly of parents in closing the doors of 
the trades in the face of their sons, and 
in the1 absence of good material we get 
bad. 
It U very often the case that we 


get hold of a boy who has but few or no 
qualifications, natural or acquired, for a 
trade, but he can probably nuke more 
money at that than at common labor, and, 
as we can get no better, we have to do 
the best we can. There is no doubt we 
are getting poorer subjects every year 
for apprentices far this very reason. But 
we can reach,a point so low that it is 
impossible to get any lower, and I believe 
we have about reached that point in some 
ines of business. 
Some parents, and 


boys too, are at last getting their eyes 
opened. They are learning that they 
cannot plant dudes and raise men. Many 
nibbles have been pricked, and much 


uildin« has,worn through. 
Labor is be- 


coming more dignified, because more 
hah ever before it is wedded to thought. 
The manual training schools which are 
springing up in nearly all of our large 
cities are giving instruction to many 
>oys whose parents, perhaps, would not 
tt first consent to them entering the 
ihops. These schools are doing a good 
work in teaching the principles of trades, 
in fostering a genuine love for mechanics, 
and in pointing out the way to the spe- 
cial field where the young man cin labor 
with the assurance of receiving his high- 
est reward. 
With 'such 
brightening 


prospects as the work of the manual 
training, school warrants, we see no reason 
for fearing that the rape of good workmen 
in any trade will soon die out. On the 
contrary, we believe we will see mechanics 
increasing iu numbers and skill from 
year to year.—Scientific American. 


THE GBOWTHJH1 BICYCLING. 


Bicycling is rapidly growing in popu- 


larity in this country. It has for years 
been very popular in England and France, 
where the roads in all directions encour- 
age riding. 
Hitherto in this country it 


has been looked upon as sport for very 
few people of peculiarly gymnastic quali- 
ties. That notion is giving way and the 
bicycle is being popularized as a means of 
exercise and transit. There is no more 
exhilarating sport. It requires a little 
skill to handle the" wheel with ease and 
grace, but the bicycle schools are full of 
young men who are trying to do this. 
Any pleasant day the Park is full of riders. 
They divide the drives with other vehi- 
cles. If properly managed they do not 
frighten horses, and it is possible to reach 
most places in the Park on a bicycle. 
It 


is a healthy exercise and a great delight 
to the rider. The wheel is not adapted 
to the ordinary Philadelphia pavement, 
but in the progress of civilization it may 
sometime happen that the pavements of 
the city may be adapted to bicycling. 
There is no reason why they should not 
be. The cobble-stones are a primitive 
sort of thing at best. In Washington, 
with fifteen miles of pavement as smooth 
as a floor, the bicycle is almost as common 
as the carriage—people use the wheel as 
a means of transit. It should be so in all 
cities.—Philadelphia Times. 


SOCIABILITY.—Sociability is the best 


corrective of that serious and prolongec 
absorption in business or thought or cares 
which is -so detrimental to many of our 
busy people. The rest taken in solitude, 
after working hours are over, permits the 
mind still to pursue one beaten track 
The easychair and blazing fire may be 
tempting to tiie weary toiler, but they do 
not force his thoughts into other channels 
or compel him to lay aside the train ol 
ideas that has for long hours been work- 
ing iu his brain.

familiar topics, even the earnestness of 
strong emotion. 
For a short time all 


these are forced to give way to the lighter 
play of fansy, the excitement of popular 
interest, and the development of sympathy 
with others upon unfamiliar and varied 
subjects. Thus the'mind is refreshed and 
invigorated, unused faculties are brought 
into exercise, and the tost balance 
restored by a gentle compulsion that no 
one dares to resist.—Lady's Journal.

no shrieking in sleep, no haunting of 
cemeteries, no muttered

Detectives would have a very easy task 
if murderers gave themselves away 
that fashion. 
On the contrary, 
whe 


murderers are arrested and the story o 
their life between tha commission of th 
offense and their arrest is told, it i 
usually found that their crime had no 
changed greatly the even tenor of the! 
lives. They ate, slept, worked or id 
as before, and if disturbed at all, it wa 
not because of their crime, but throng! 
Fear of discovery and punishment. 


The Sun reporter 
found that of thi 


three murderers now io Brooklyn jai 
under sentence of death, one, an Italiar 
who bad deliberately murdered a fellow 
workman, was in some disfavor with hi 
keepers on account of his loud singing 
A good natured, musical scoundrel, hi 
has adorned his cell with pictures cu 
from illustrated papers, and "though will 
blood-guiltiness on his soul and a felon' 
death awaiting him, ho is happier thai 
most men out of jail, not through any re 
ligious ecstasy, but from natural buoyancy 
of spirit. Another occupant of this jail 
a sulky negro who has assassinated severa 
of his friends, was found to be full, noto 
remorse, but of arguments against capita 
punishment. 
Another condemned man 


who had murdered his wife in a fit o

The average murderer is as little capable 
of reiporse as as tiger or hyena, and, as a 
rule.'deserves as little consideration from 
society.—Philadelphia Press.

CHEAP MEALS IN PARIS.—The man 


who would dine cheaply and well must 
go to Paris, it appears. Notwithstanding 
the heavy taxation which leaves bardl] 
any article of consumption untouched in 
France, and the additional actroi duties 
to which the Parisians are subjected, 
there is no capital in Europe where one 
can dine at so cheap a rate as in Paris 
The report of the celebrated Duval res- 
taurants, which are principally patronized 
by those to whom money is an object, has 
just appeared, and it shows that some- 
thing over 4,000,000 meals were served 
in those establishments in the course ol 
1883. 
The cost of what the Americans 


call a square meal need not exceed 
couple of francs (10 cents) in one of these 
restaurants. 
For that sum one can have 


two or three dishes of meat or vegetables 
and a pint of drinkable wine. 
A lunch 


of meat and vegetables, with a carafon oi 
wine, can be had for a franc {5 cents). 
They have this advantage over other 
cheap restaurants—that, though the por- 
tions are rather small, all the food sup- 
plied is of the best quality.—St. James 
Gazette, London.

Ask the haggard wife of tho drinking 
artisan, as she strives, at the risk of brutal 
usage, to secure from the week's wages 
which he has destined to the saloon some 
pittance wherewith to keep the life in her 
famished children and ber wretched self. 
Ask the stunted boys and girls whose 
parents swill away their humanity over 
stale beer in tenement houses if they 
think a movement ib to obtain for them 
the unknown blessings of tender treat- 
ment is a scheme of the rich agajnst 
the poor. Ask the thousands who in 
many devious ways have drunk themselves 
to ruin and shame and physical, mental and 
maral wreck if the saloons are a benefit 
to the community. 


When vice and degradation, immoral- 


ity and crime, brutality and obscenity— 
all that is earthly, sensual, devilish—is 
recognized as beneficent, then, and then 
alone, will the claim put forward for the 
saloons be recognized as valid. When 
the interests of the poor are seen to 
consist in the 
perpetration 
of pov- 


erty, in the blocking of every avenue 
of escape from squa'or and abject indi- 
gence, in the propagation of All foul and 
filthy habits and tendencies, in the ex- 
tinction of shame and decency, in the 
glorification 
of sottishnaM and 
self- 


indulgence, then, and then aloue, will it 
be admissible to siy that the temperance 
movement is a scheme of the rich to 
crush the poor. 


The saloon is an institution which 


makes the poor poorer continually 
If 


only half the annual expenditure of the 
ways-earning classes upon drink were 
saved, the elevation of those classes would 
proceed by leaps and bounds. The saloon, 
however, is ever lying in wait for the 
weak or the social wage-earner. In this 
great city, on any of the main avenues, 
hecannitwalk a block without pissing 
a manufactory of misery. At every turn 
the purveyor of drink entices him, gets 
between him and his family, between 
him and his manhood, befaveen him and 
his happiness. The pervading influence 
of nun pursues the slaves of appetite 
unceasingly, and mikes their lives a con- 
stint struggle or a succession of disis- 
trons falls. 


This subtle, prevalent influence is the 


bitterest curse that rests upon modern 
civilization, and it will destroy civilizi- 
tion if it is not itself destroyed. 
For the 


discontent, the anarchic tendencies, the 
seditious doctrines, the dangerous dispo- 
sitions that are manifesting in centres of 
population, together with the vices of ad- 
ministration which alarm the thoughtful, 
and the difficulties in the way of reform 
which are due to the intractability of the 
material 
dealth with—all have their 


spring and origin in that habit of drinking, 
that potent drink influence, which baffles 
theethusiasm of the reformer, and laughs 
to scurn the appeals of religion, of reason 
and of self-respect. 
This evil influence 


is degrading and brutalizing society, and 
progress will be slow and unsatisfactory 
until n public opinion is formed which re- 
fuses to palter with the abuse longer.— 
N. Y. Tribune.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS AT WASHINGTON. 


— I have been figuring up, says a writer 
in the Washington Post, what this Cap- 
ital of ours has cost Us since the begin- 
ning, and I find that the amount is over 
$100,000,000. Ihe subject was inves- 
tigated by Congress in 1876. The total 
at that time was a cost of $94,362,423; 
since then $5,500,000 has been paid out 
for- public 
buildings alone, and the 


amounts paid out for works of art, park 
decorations and other things will run the 
total far ahead of the amount above 
stated. For a number of years it bas> 
cost more than $1,000,000 a year to pay 
the Government expenses of the District 
of Columbia, and since 1862 the amounts 
have been much higher. 
In 187:3 the 


amount was more than $8,000.000. 
In 


1875 it was more than $7,000,000, while 
from 1828 to 1852 it was less than $1 - 
000,000 a year. In 1815 only $1,800 
was appropriated for the District of Col- 
umbia, and it was not until 1837 that the 
yearly proportion reached $1,000,000. 
It is interesting to look over the items of 
permanent improvement in Washington. 
These include the original cost of the 
buildings and their rep lirs, furnishing and 
keeping in ordor. "The following esti- 
timate, though not exactly correct, is 
approximately so. It is less rather than 
greater than the actual cost, some of the 
minor expenses during the past seven 
years being omitted: 
The C.ipltol lus 


cost $17,072,123; the Patent 
Office, 


over $13,000,000; the treasury, about 
$7,200,000; the Washington 
streets, 


more than $6,000 000 , tha State Depart- 
ment, about $7,000,000 , the Navy nearly 
$ 1,000,000 ; the White House, two parks 
and public grounds, about $2,000,000. 


How TOWNS AIIE STARTKD IN COLOR- 


ADO —The "Town Site Company," I 
ought to explain, for the benefit of some 
Eastern readers, is an association of men 
who make un their minds that a town 
should, would or could grow up at a cer- 
tain point in a wild region whither civil- 
izition is tending, or whither a rush is 
expected, 
contingent upon a certain 


event like the discovery of precious 
metals or the completion of a railway. 
Under laws of the United States these 
men "tak* up" a certain area upon which 
to build their town, and procede to put 
it into as presentable a shape us circum- 
stances will admit, by surveying streets, 
indicating parks and reservation^ for 
public buildings — hospitals, churches, 
city hall, libraries, and so on by bringing 
water from the hills, planting shade-treos 
and perhaps building a big hotel.

many cases the railway is a partner and 
helps by concentrating operations at that 
point, indeed, the exigencies of railway 
construction and operation are generally 
the most potent factors in deciding the 
locality.

on the ground, lively advertising begins, 
The floUinj; frontier crowd rushes to the 
new spot, and a wild speculation iu town 
lots at once begins, prices being paid 
that have no relation to the intrinsic 
value of the property acquired, whicb, as 
yet, is worth next to nothing, but, like 
the wild cat stocks of Wall street simply 
represent the amount a man is willing to 
take on that particular card, or the 
rental he can afford for immediate use 
and opportunities.—Ernest Ingersoll, in 
the Manhattan for May.

Spiders are not insects as most people 


think. _ Thero is precisely the same rela- 
tionship between a spidor and ui insect, 
that there is botwoon a cow and a codfush. 
The cow and the fish are both vertebrates, 
and the spider and the insects are both 
aunulatos, but there the resemblance 
causes. Iu every other point of structure 
they differ widely from each other. 
The 


spider hat eight logs, whereas an insect 
cannot have more than six. The nervous 
system ii comtructed on a totally different 
system, and so ant the circulation aud-rac- 
pirution. Tho eyes are different, toe in- 
sects having Riauy compound eye*, aad 
the spider never having more than eight, 
and all of tta*m simple, Then a spider ha* 
no seperate head us it the case with in- 
sects, the head and tho rax being" "fused ' 
together. Neither does the spider pass 
through the series of developments which 
we cull "transformations." 
When the 


young spider is hatched, It Ii 4 spider, 
and retains the same shape through Us 
whole life. Again, uo insect that U at 
present known can spin silken threads. 
Take the silkworm as a familiar example. 
The silk is spun by the caterpillar and 
not by the moth. > Now, the spider can 
spin threads throughout tuo whole of it* 
life. It possesses, moreover, the faculty 
of producing different kinds of silk, ac- 
cording to the object for which It is 
needed. If we watch the first of these 
creatures we may see all the throe silks 
produced. The web of the diadem spider 
is made of radiating cables, like the 
spokes of a wheel, and having a slight 
thread wound spirally over the spokei. 
The wholo web is suspended uy c«btci 
like those which form the "pokes, and guy 
ropes of similar structure support U on 
every side. 
A blue-bottle fly now comes 


buzzing along and blunders against oue 
ofehe supporting cables. It is not ar- 
rested by the cable but fills upon the net, 
where it is at once caught. If we exam- 
ine the web with tolerably powerful mag- 
nifying glass we shall see that the cables 
and spokes arc quite smooth, while the 
spiral thread is coveted with little glo- 
bules of a gummy character. There are 
1,400 of those globules in e.ich inch of 
thread, and on an average of a complete 
web contains 87,000 of them. These glob- 
ules act just like bird-lime, and tl.c mo- 
ment that an insect Conches one of them 
with its leg or wiii£ it is held tightly by 
the gum.—Good Wordy.

pioperty the) had sived from the wreck of

also a membci of the same family, and 
they sold butter and eggs in Albany to eltfe 
out a living. Talleyrand returned to 
France on the first change of government, 
and for many years, as is well known, 
swayed a great political influence there.

"The most wonder- 
ful thing I saw," said Talleyrand "v/as 
the great Alexander Hamilton crossing 
Broadway in the mud, with three big law 
books under his arm, going into court tc> 
argue a case—St. Lou.it Republican.

the Wages we do now.

It is supposed that the warm water washes 
certain injurious acid substances away 
from 'he roots, thus removing the cause 
of the weakness of the plants. 


The art of sewing has been known 


from a very remote period, as is shown 
by the fact that bone needles have been 
found among the oldest remains of the 
Swiss lake dwellings and in the caves of 
France and Great Britain which were 
frequented by man during the reindeer 
age. Some of these early needles were 
perforated in the middle—which was the 
thickest part—and others were pierced 
at the larger end. A French cavern has 
yielded needles much superior to those of 
the ancient Gauls, and to the ivory nee- 
dles of the modern Esquimaux, especial 
skill having been applied to the boring 
of the eyes, which must have been done 
with a fine flint drill. The Swiss lake 
dwellers used linen thread or bark fiber 
for sewing, and made garments from 


fabrics of linen and 'bark as well 


as from the skins of animals. The cava 
people employed a thread made from 
split tendons and perhaps strings of gut, 
and the fineness of some of their needles 
has suggested the probability that they 
performed some more delicate work than 
the sewing of skins. 


Mons Angot having drawn the atten- 


tion of the French Academy of Sciences 
to the fact that a series of brilliant twi- 
lights was observed in Europe in 1831, 
Mons. Tissandier has pointed out that the 
effects were preceded, as iu 1883, by a 
great volcanic eruption, which occurred 
in the Sicilian Sea, and caused a large 
quantity of fine ashes to be thrown high 
into the air.

WHY PitAiKiks AUU TREELESS.—Mr. 


Thomas Median believes that we have 
nearly reached the solution of the cause of 
the absence of trees from the prairies. It 
is not climatic, for timber belts flourish in 
all the prairie regions. 
It is not in condi- 


tions of soil, for the prairie is the most 
favorable to the germination of seeds, of 
tree as well as other plants, aud artificial 
plantations are 
remarkably successful 


wherever they are made. 
The real cause 


is probably to be found in the annual fires 
which have swept over the prairies from 
time immemorial, killing the joung trees 
before they can grow large enough to re- 
sist the heat. The seeds of the annual 
plants of the prairie vegetation, maturing 
every >ear, are shed and find protection 
before the fires come; tlie young trees, on 
the other band, be.u no seed and can leave 
no resources for a succession after they 
are buried 
The theory is suppoited by 


the fast that an abundant growth of trees 
had set in wherever the rues have been 
stopped. The fires were made by the ab- 
originies for ccntuiies before the white 
man came, possibly for the express p"nr- 
poses, Mr. Meelian suggests,of preventing 
the growth of trees and preseivmg the buf- 
falo piistures. Tie question remains how 
the prairies first came to be naked 
They 


probaoly formed the bottoms of tliB lakes 
and marshes tint wens left after the re- 
treat ol the glaciers, and continued wet
